Affidavits of three women, former mem- 
bers of the cult, are in the hands of U nited 
States Attorney Myron H. Walker of 
Grand Rapids and Hinton G. Csabaugh, 
chief of the federal bureaw of investiga- 
tion at Chicago. The affidavits charge 
Benjamin with general immorality. . 

Special agents of the bureau of investi- 
gation, headed by Special Agent Jenkins 
of Chicago, are at work investigating 
charges of alleged violation of the Mann 
act. District Attormey Clyne at Chicago 
also is in possession of the somplaints 
filed regarding the possibility of Mann 
act prosecutions, 

Attorneys John J. Sterling and Harry 8. 
Whitney of Benton Harbor filed original 
complaints with the government several 
months ago. Additional evidence has been 
supplied the federal officials from time to 
time since then. 


Hides Colony’s Secrets? 

* It is the theory of the complainants 
that Benjamim has suspended the non- 
marriage doctrine for the purpose of cov- 
ering up conditions existing in the colony. 
Missionaries are sent out in pairs into all 
parts of the country to bring in new mem- 
bers, and it is alleged that women and 
girls were brought im for immoral pur- 
poses, ~ 

This view of the federal investigators is 
bascd on the affidavits of the three wom- 
en, two of whom are now suing for di- 
vorce from husbands they say they were 
forced to marry against their will. 

The three women ere Mrs. Augusta 
Fortney Holliday, Mre. Lena Fortney Mc- 
Farlane, sisters, and Mra. Edith Clarke, 
all of Benton Harbor, Mra. Holliday and 
Mrs. McFarl are suing for divorce.

The Supreme court held “this case 
comes exactly within the declaration of 
the court that an act allowing additional 
compensation for the performance of the 
duties pertaining to an office is a viola- 
tion of the constitution.”

- Municipal Art Committee Wins 


Fight Against Unsightly 


The municipal art committee of the City 
elub scored a victory yesterday in its 
fight to eliminate billboards and painted 

advertising signe from residential dis- 
sricts. The victory came by way of a de- 
cree from the Supreme court of Illinois re- 
versing the decision of Superior Judge 
Charies M. Foell. 
_ The lower court decided last July the 
city ordinance against billboards in resi- 
dential districts was unconstitutional and 


. granted the Thomas Cusack company a 


perpetual injunction restraining the city 
authorities from removing the billboards, 
which, it was alleged by the City club, 
had been erected in violation of the ordi- 
nance. 

The ordinance prohibits the construc- 
tion of billboards in a block in which one- 
half of the buildings on both sides of the 
street are ueed exclusively for residences 
without first obtaining written consent of 


BR majority’ of the owners of the street 


frontage. - 


Enables Beautifying of City. 

Everett L. Millard, chairman of the 
municipal art committee Of the City club, 
paid the decision is a great victory for 
those who have been making a fight to 
beautify the streets of Chicago. 

“This decision is the most sweeping 
that has ever been placed upon the court 
records;’’ said Mr. Millard. “It sets 
a@ new precedent which will enable any 
municipality to regulate billboards from 
a utilitarian standpoint not only as to 
their location but their height and con- 
struction as well. 

“ Our committee will meet within a day 


or two to makewplans for further ac- 
tion.”’ 


Thomas Cusack said his company 
would obey the order of the higher court 
and remove the boards which do not com- 
ply with the ordinance. 


Art Committee Wins Fight. 
The municipal art committee of the City 


club about a year ago started a fight 


against billboards. Investigators found 


a number of instances where permits had 


been given by Building Commissioner 
Ericsson's office for the erection of bill- 
boards without the. consent of nearby 
home owners having been obtained. 

‘One of the boards attacked was at 
Sheridan road and Irving Park boulc- 
vard. . The City club committee called 
the attention. of the building commis- 
sioner to the fact the Cusack company had 
not secured the consent of the property 
owners. After some. hesitation Commis- 
sioner Ericsson served a notice on the 
Cusack company to take down the bill- 
board within forty-eight hours. The b:ll- 
board company took the case to court and 


_ Judge Foell decided the city did not have 
the right to enforce such an ordinance. 


It was this order which was reversed by 


the Supreme court. 


Veto Means Something. 

The Supreme court decided the appro- 
priations made by the Cook county board 
on March 22, 1913, following a wholesale 
veto by President McCormick of items in 
the annua! appropriation bill of that year, 
were illegal. ! 

The court also condemns the practice 
of including in the annual Cook county 
appropriation bill an item designated 
*“*loss and cest in collection rebate gen- 
eral tax fund,” and then ignoring the 
fund when tbe distribution of taxes is 
made. . 

The court upheld the copstitutionality 
of the Magill high school tuition act of 
1913, providing that in school districts in 
which no high school cxists eighth grade 
pupils may transfer to an outside high

Assistant Prosecutor Tells Meeting 
of State’s Attorneys That Pres- 
ent System is Faulty. 


Confessions of criminals should be made 
in their own language and not through 
the usual printed forms for such evidence, 
Assistaht State's Attorney Hayden N. 
Bell said in an address at the annual meet- 
ing of the Illinois State’s Attorneys’ as- 
clation yesterday at the Hotel Sherman. 

**Not one confession in one thousand,” 
he said, “ is legal when produced through 
the usual prepared blank form of confes- 
sion that ts used in sich cases. Our law 
of confession is evaded constantly and in 
some cases’ it may not be avoided, The 
law should be changed. 

“ The law regarding dying declarations 
should be emended to give better re- 
sults.” 

In relating experiences as a handwrit- 
ing expert Dr. Marshall D. Ewell said 
that “ habit is the basis of expert testi- 
mony im handwriting.”’ 

‘Every person,”’ he said, ‘is a crea- 
ture of habit—habit in dressing, eat- 
ing, and living, and habit in handwrit- 
ing.

~The incaiculable advantages that would 
accrue to the United States from the con- 


- gtruction of a system of model highways 


throughout the country.are described in 
the forthcoming report of the joint cen- 


- gressional committee on federal aid in 
_ the construction of postroads. © °°’ 


In this report, the contents of which 
‘Tue TRIBUNE, herewith presents, the 
“committee proposes the building of roads 
equal to European thoroughfares by co- 
éperation of the national’ government, the 
states, counties; and other local agencies. 

The committee refrains from recom- 
mending any specific plan of action, al- 


though it had before it numerous pro- 


posals varying from outright appropria- 
tions of federal funds for road. building 
to former Senator Bourne's bill providing 
for an issue of fifty year bonds aggre- 
gating $500,000,000. 


Conclusions in the Report. 
The principal conclusions presented by 
the report follow: 

Congress should proceed at once to 
devise a broad, comprehensive pian 
for federal aid to the building of 
model roads. . et 

The supervision gf the government's 
highway building activities’ should be 


-- intrusted to a congressional commis- 


gion, not an administrative bureau. 

Care should be exercised that federal 
aid be scientific and effective and not 
degenerate into a “pork barrel ’ raid-- 

on the national treasury. 

” aerat class roads in this country 
would reduce the cost of living, im- 
prove business, and ameliorate edu- 
cational and social conditions in rural 
communities. 


Congress ‘Wants Full Centres. . 

One.of the most remarkable features of 
the report is the argument in favor of 
committing the supervision of federal 
aid to road building to a congressional 
commission instead of.to an administra- 
tive bureau. 

In reciting the evils and dangers of bu- 


-reaucratic administration the committee 


takes what is generally regarded as a 
slap at the management of the national 
government under President Wilson as 
well as under his predecessors. Conclud- 
ing this argument, the commission says: 

“The énactment of legislation which 
delegates legislative power to an\admin- 
istrative officer is nothing more nor less 
than an express acknowledgment that 
congress is lacking in confidence in its 


_ own ability and regards the administra- 


tive officers as best qualified for law- 
making functions. . 
“If the people of the United States 


have lost some of their ancient respect 


for congress and look with suspicion upon 
. legislative acts there is nothing which haa 
_contributed more to bring about this con-. 
dition than the tendency of congress to 
express lack of confidence in itself by 
delegating its powers to men:who weré 
not chosen by. the people for the exercise 
of such authority.” 


Warns Against “Pork Barrel.” 
Beware of*the “ pork barrel” in ap- 


. Propriating for good roads, is one of the 


chief warnings uttered by the commit- 
tee. This advice is regarded as exceed- 
ingly interesting because the Shackleford 
bill appropriating $25,000,000 for roads in 
the forty-eight states, now pending in the 
senate, has been branded asa“ pork bar- 
rel” measure. 

It is contended that the small portions 
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[of this sum received by each state, even 
in conjunction with local appr@priations, 
| would accomplish so little in actual road 
building that the appropriation really 
would amount to the dispensation of so 
| much politica) “ pork.” 


says, “ we believe that when the United 
States government undertakes'so impor: 
tant a problem as that of federal aid to 
good roads it should undentene it * a 
large way... ° 

“ Probably the chief fault we idaieday 
methods in the past hase been that either 
from necessity imposed by lack of local 
finances or through shortsightedness 
highway conetruction and maintenance 
haw been conducted in'a email and hap- 
heward way. The annual expenditures 
on any particular piece of road have been 
so slight as to barely cover reasonable 
maintenance, with the result that it is 
a common expression that highway funds 
have been largely dumped into mud- 


holes. 


_ will Lower Living Cost. 

From an econdmic standpoint, says the 
report, good roads constitute the most 
important question of government now 
before the people. 

Analyzing the cost of wagon transpor- 
tation here and abroad -the committee 
finds that “ hard surface roads similar to 
those in France would effect a saving of 
13 cente per ton mile, or nearly two-thirds 
of the present cost. Evenif the cost could 
be. reduced 8 cents a ton mile, a saving of 
$504,000,000 a year in the cost of Amer- 
ican products hauled to maghet over rural 
roads could be effected.” 

Viewing this saving as a 6 per cent divi- 
dend upon an investment by the Amer- 
ican people, the committee says thet the 
nation would be justified in expending 
$8,400,000,000 for the building of roads 

which would make the economy possible, 

although “far less’ than that great 
amount ” would achieve the same result. 
The social advantages of good roads, 

the report says, transcend even the busi- 
ness benefits. The committee believes 
that no other agency will do more in fur- 
thering the “ back to the farm” move-- 
ment. That this movement must be pro- 
moted is apparent, for ‘congestion of } 
population in cities is a national evil.”’’ 


Report Covers Administration. 
Taking up the administration of a fed- 
eral aid system the report says: 

“ Congress should make careful pro- 
vision for such administration of the fed- 
eral highway participation as will pro- 
tect the ‘several states in their right to 


-; control their local highway affairs atid 


guard against dictatorship from a fed- 
eral bureau in Washington, ~~ 
“We are clearly and firmly of the con- 
viction that when congress enacts legis- 
lation upon such an important subject 
as that of federal. aid to good roads, there 
should be no evasion whatever of legis- 
lative responsibility, but that” congress 
should, after giving careful consideration 
to every phase of the subject, enact a law 
tn such comprehensive and specific lan- 
guage as will leave as little discretion as 
possible to the executive’ branch of gov- 
ernment. 

“Only by the adoption lof such a policy 


can congress fully perform its duty."

Washington, D.C., Dec. 16.—The inter- 
national convention for safety of life at 
sea, 
many world powers, was ratified by the 
senate today for the United States with 
the adoption of a resolution reserving 
the right to enact higher standards than 
the treaty prescribes for health and 
safety on American vessels and to im- 
pose them upon all foreign vessels with- 
in its ternitorial waters,

of reservations the treaty might nullify 
the bill and regulations regarding immi- 
grants. : For several days Senators Cum- 
mins and La Follette have fought against 
ratification without reservation.

The efficiency division of the civil serv- 
ice commission and the bureau of streets 
oppose the method as “ unscientific,’ 
as it gives the repairs to the wards con- 
taiming the most barns and garages in- 


. stead of to theswards whose streets carry 


the heaviest traffic, and it gives some 
wards more than they need for street 
repairs while other wards with corduroy 
pavements are neglected. 

“The present method,” said J. Louis 
Jacobs in presenting the new plan to the 
‘finance commitee, “is as bad as if yov 
were to say that a ward is to receive police 
protection only in the proportion that it 
contr’butes to the general taxes orjn the 
proportion that it pays of the total revy- 
enue from saloon licenses.”’ 

He presented a schedule of ward appro- 
priations based on the need of street re- 
pairs according,to a thorcugh survey 
made by the bureau of streets.

The total revenue from the wheel tax 
for 1915 is estimated at $811,000, and the 
efficiency bureau’s report was that $637,- 
579 be divided among the wards, while the 
“85-15 basis gives’ $689,350, leaving

streets under the direction of Commis- 
sloner McGann, 

The efficiency, bureau’s survey showed 
that insiead of stepping at this expendi- 
ture on through etreets the city should 
spend $431,600 on through streets and 
country roads. 

At a morning session the committee 
agreed to Controller Zimmer’s proposal 
that $1,000,000 re borrowed from the trac- 
tio nfund for current expenses.

A more unified and systematizsed 
plan of procedure in the transac- 
tion of the business of the board 
and in the expenditure of school 
funds. 

Enlargement of the scope of the 
evening schools. 


Mr. Reinberg said in his report that the 
value of buildings, sites, and equipment 
of the board is approximately $55,000,- 
uv. For the year ending July 1, 1914, the 
board of education spent $17,572,415. This 
was divided between the educational fund, 
which was $12,157,631, and the building 
fund, which was $5,434,784, 
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During the last year there have been 
three new elementary schools completed. 
with a total seating capacity of 3,500. 
There have been additions to six buildings 
completed, and the additions have in- 
crpanen the seating capacity of the sys- 
tem 2,700, 

The Carter Hartison Technical High 
school is the only high school completed 
| during the year. Its seating capacity is 

4.000. The cost of the building, accord- 
ine to the report, was $050,000, and of 
the site on which it is located $125,350, 

The entire cost of additions, altera- 
tions, and new schools completed was 
$2,507,000. There are six buildings under 
construction. The estimated cost of them 
is $1,225,000. Mr. Reinberg said he be- 
lieved that 100 new portable schools will 
have to be erected during the coming 
year.

‘“*There will be no revival of racing in 
Chicago if followers of the sport depend 
on the Sportsmen's Club of America to 
foster and encourage the movement.”’ 

This was the positive statement made 
by James A. Pugh, president of the local 
organization, yesterday after he had held 
a lengthy conference with E. R. Bradley, 
who submitted several schemes whereby 
the sport might be revived in the state. 
Mr. Pugh told Mr. Bradley that the 
Sportsmen’s Club of America was organ- 
ized mainly to promote amateur sport. 


Mayor Opposed to Plan. 

Mayor Harrjson also took a hand in the 
game and issued a statement which indf 
cated that any effort to revive racing 
would meet plenty of opposition. The 
mayor said: 

“There will be a material addition to 
the gambling squad if racing is revived in 
the state. It will be the policy of the 
promoters of the tracks to prohibit gam- 
bling at the courses. This course of pro- 
cedure will not prevent gambling inside 
the loop and I will do everything in my 


1; power to stop betting if the tracks are 


opened in the vicinity of Chicago.” 


Does Not Want to Oppose Law. 

“ The Sportsmen’s Club of America is 
an organization which does not intend to 
promote any kind of sport which is contrary 
to the law,"’ President Pugh said. *°' A‘though 
IP like horse racing, there is a law which pro- 
hibits betting, without which horse racing 
was a failure.’’ 

Mr. Bradley, who is owner of a stock farm 
near Lexington and who is well known to fol- 
lowers of the turf, wanted to incorporate all 
racing stable@ and list the stocks in the bet- 
ting ring t same as stocks are listed in the 
etock exchange or grains on the board of trade. 
The stock, it was figured, would fluctuate as 
the stables won or lost races. The promoter 
also wanted to make a test case of the project 
and if the racing was stopped intended to take 
the case to the United States Supreme court.

Although Mr. Pugh, on behalf of the Sports- 
men's club, turned down Mr. Bradley's pian, 
the promoter said he will confer with other 
persons who may be interested in the scheme.

There 
is a genuine sentiment here, 
however, in favor of good matches, as 
evidenced by the patronage of the little 
Ardmore club, situated just across the 
District line in Maryland. Whenever a 
bill of any quality at all is scheduled for 
Ardmore, standing room goes at a pre- 
mium., 

The Ardmore club has a seating capac- 
ity of 500. Kid Williams, the present 
bantamweight champion, frequently ap- 
peared there before he won his title from 
Johnny Coulon.
